“Four years ago | got out after 
three years in the service. I went 
to Sanjo (San Jose), and you 
know what? Nobody was 
waving flags.) ’’ This was said by 
a Chicano Veteran who now is 
facing problems of drug 
addiction.a broken marriage and 
the law 

To many people the war is over 
but to the returning veteran the 
war for survival has just begun 
Few people seem to notice the 
growing problems veterans are 
facing and those who do fail to 
understand the complexity of 
emotions that has led Veterans 
into trouble. The Chicano 
Veteran is no exception, and as a 
minority his problems of 
adjusting to civilian life is 
compounded with both social 
and economic setbacks 


When a Chicano Veteran is 
released from active service his 
only means of survival is his 
determination and the little 
money he has saved. Many come 
out with as little as they went in 
with. Whatever the case the 
release from service means the 
spending of huge amounts of 
money in the many basic needs 
of civilian life: transportation, 
clothing, etc 

A Chicano who returns to his 
barrio faces this problem more 
so then middle class Anglo 
Veterans. He faces the 
hopelessness of poverty in his 
family, a return to low paying 
jobs if he can find one and a 
bleak future. 

It is a myth that the military 
trains Chicanos for worth-while 
civilian occupations. It is a sad 
figure of the huge percentage of 
Chicanos killed in Vietnam, it is 
also a sad figure the huge 
percentage of Chicanos released 
from the Military trained only in 
the art of death. How many jobs 
are being offered to trained 
killers? 
















































































Chicanos lucky enough to 
receive some kind of training or 
correspondent courses through 
the mail have the problem of 
adjusting their training to 
civilian life. One in particular 
applied for a correspondent 
course in business to supplement 
his military training in business 
and adminstration and passed it 
When he was released from the 
military his dream of ‘making 
it’’ resulted in a number of pats 
in the back for service to his 
country and a rejection for lack 
of college degree. 

Many of the military 
occupations trained in the 
service cannot be directly 
applied to civilian jobs. And 
those that are

Veteran finds the competition is 
fierce. Add on top of this job 
discrimination and racism and 
you find many rural Chicanos 
back in the fields and barrio 


veterans in Canneries all 
receiving low paying jobs 

There are problems that start 
within the mind of the Chicano 
veteran that are difficult to 
analyze and prove statistically. 
Some noted psychologists are 
calling it the ‘Vietnam 
Syndrome.” 


I have read very little on this 
subject but what I have noticed 
is a general disillusionment and 
alienation among Chicano 
veterans. Many Chicano families 
have complained that they don’t 
seem to reach their sons. That he 
has changed and little resembles 
what he was. Many complain of 
restlessness in the veteran and 
isolation from family affairs and 
ideals. 

In talking to a number of 
groups of Chicano veterans, it 
was difficult for them to express 
their feelings. Those who spoke 
expressed feelings of guilt ““Why 
did he die and not me” many 
expressed feelings of remorse of 
killing and others were so 
unsensitized to the idea of death 
that it was a laughing matter. 











During war it’s a matter of 
keeping sanity and surviving to 
be unsensitized to the idea of 
death. It is interesting that all of 
them didn’t feel guilt or remorse 
during the war, only after they 
were released. 

Many of the Chicanos spoke of 
drugs in Vietnam. Drugs are 
easily available to soldiers in 
Vietnam and are widely spread. 
The veterans gave little reason 
for its use among them, only 
that it was there and what else 
was there to do, What is 
important is the misuse of drugs 
here. In talking to families of 
returned Chicano veterans, 
alcoholism and drugs are being 
misused in almost all cases of 


returnees. 
Their reasons could be 
numerous; some were 


acquainted with drugs in the 
barrios, others became addicted 
in Vietnam. What ever the 
reason the escape through drugs 
is compounded with the 
disillusionment of bleak and 
hopeless barrios, job 
discrimination, guilt feelings, the 
ideals of machisino and hero 
worship crushed by anti-war 
sentiment and a strong feeling of 
not being understood by friends 
and family 

Drugs could be a reason for the 
high number of crimes among 
Chicano veterans. [t also could 
be a reason for the number of 
divorces happening to married 
Chicanos. This would be 
difficult to prove but it is 
something that keeps reaching 
higher proportions in my mind. 

The Chicano veteransis hard to 
understand. Economics and 
society have scared him and few 
human beings leave a war 
unscared. The Vietnam war has 
left more scars on its Veterans 
than any other U.S. war. It was a 
war that was lost. Few people 
‘“‘wave flags’’ at Chicano 
veterans.

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KERS Provides ONLY Musical 
Alternative in Black Community 


Everything's ‘‘Bad’’--And That's Good

One of the most encouraging 
things about the black programs 
presented over KERS is the 
growing number of blacks in the 
community who have 
commented very favorably 
about the programs. 

For almost 15 years, blacks in 
Sacramento have been forced to 
listen to music that had no deep 
cultural meaning. Most of this 
was done by local radio stations, 
whose policies hampered a more 
serious and significant approach 
to their programming of black 
nusic and commentary 

“Music is a necessity for any 
culture,” said Robbie Robinson 
KERS Program 
specific programming of black 
music and news over KERS has 
extended the awareness of 
blacks from the campus t 
outlying districts. Because of the 
specific emphasis on black music 
and news, KERS has been 
recognized in the black 
communities. Recognition is 
given by both youngsters and 
adult blacks in the Community 

“It is this exposure," Robinson 
said, “that has made KERS the 
most powerful link in the entire 
structure of communication at 
CSUS.”’ 

Carver Barney, KERS Ethnic 
Prograri Director, said the radio 
is one of the most important 
aspects of communication for 
black people. Barney contirued, 
“a purpose of our programs is to 
let the Black people know about 
news which they cannot get on 
any other radio station in 
Sacramento 

“In a way, it’s just another 
significant black experience. We 
are simply trying to direct all 
phases of black music that 

-presents black people,’ Barney 
concluded 

This represents another in the 
continuing programming by 
Barney and Robinson to bring 
Significant messages directed 
specifically to the black student 
and black communities 


Director. The 


Prior to this semester’s initial 
spring classes a black music 
marathon was presented over 
KERS. It was a continuous flow 
of all facets of black music and 
poetry. The marathon was 
presented for 10 days without a 
break for 24 hours each day. 

The success of the marathon 
was tar beyond Robinson’s 
expectations. Letters were 
received from listeners 
throughout the community 
Prisoners in the California 
Medical Facility’s hospital-prison 
in Vacaville wrote of their 
pleasu in listening to the 
marathon. Other letters were 
received from Mather Air Force 
Base. Travis Air Force Base and

Because of this response, 
Robinson and Barney hope to 
present another marathon soon. 
“If the people are to know 
what the blacks are doing in 
music and literature, we musi 
make the effort to program 
these vehicles,’ Barney said. 
One basic reason for the 
presentation of black music on 
KERS is stressed by Barney. He 
said, can’t get jazz 
anywhere else in Sacramento 
like we do it. We simply want to 
educate the people about black 
contributions in all facets of

College Papers §

Student journalists and college adminstrators had 
an eyebali-to-eyeball confrontation at the 24th 
annual California Intercollegiate Press Association 
(CIPA) ¢ 

They clashed over the same issues that set 


ynvention in Fresno last Saturday 
colonial editors against the British authorit 
before the revolution of 1776 

Colonial journalists wanted to publish without 
first having to seek a license from the Crown. They 
also thought they had a right to critically examine 
the political scene. The British governors believed 
otherwise. Their clash is what led to constitutional! 
efforts to guarantee a free press and free speech 

Despite the First 
journalists have had to fight a rearguard action 
against those in high places, especially since 1968 

The college press in California is no less 
embattled. Actually, it faces restrictions not yet 
encountered by the commercial news media. Some 
of these matters surfaced at the CIPA conference 
in Fresno 

Evidently the Board of Trustees of the California 
State University (CSU) system and the CSU 
presidents aren't convinced that the First 
Amendment applies to student publications. 

Rough times are ahead if the administrators on 
the panel in Fresno last Saturday accurately 
reflected the attitude of other CSU presidents and 
the Board of Trustees. Students who want an 
independent campus paper may not have one, even 
if they are willing to support it with their fees 

At Fresno, Dr. Thomas H. McGrath, President of 
CSU, Sonama, described campus newspapers that 
depend on student fees as a “kept press.”” Why it is 
less sinful to be “kept” by advertisers rather than 
readers is difficult to fathom. 

McGrath advised college papers to go off campus 
and give up their subsidy if they really want to be 
independent. 

Dr. Norman A. Baxter, President of CSU, Fresno, 
further reminded the conference that the current 
State educational code places all campus-related 
activities under the control of the university 
president. The fact that a campus paper is financed 
by a combination of student fees and advertising 
revenue, rather than by state funds, cuts no ice. 
The CSU presidents have decided they are 
publishers, in addition to their other duties.

(2) “to assist only 
those studentsconsidered disadvantaged ;” 
(3) “for physical facilities only ;” (4) to help 
lower the cost of food for the forthcoming 
year; (5) “may not be spent for programs 
that can legally be funded through the state, 
the university or other foundations.”’ These 
examples by no means exhaust general 
guidelines and are intended merely to 
indicate some considerations that can be 
applied. Guidelines can be both permissive 
or restrictive, hopefully as indicated above.
